By divers aCts of Pariiament made in the times of King 
Edward the firſt, King Edward the third, and confirmed by a 
Statute in the fourth yeare of Hexry the fourth,the ſubje& 
was not compellable to finde any other, Armes, then was 
declared by thoſe Statutes, or to goe out of their connty, 
but ia caſe of aCtuall invaſion by forraigne enemies.

they cannot bee properly ſerviceable to the Countics where- 
with they are intraſted, nor our People receive that contenc 
and ſecurity which We defire they ſhould : To ſubmit to the

it were reduced into a Lawby A& of Pariiament, eſtabliſhed

We therefore con(idering, that by the Layes of the Realm 
it belongeth ſolely to Vs, to Order and Govern the /itis 
of the Kingdome ; have thereupon by Our Proclamation of the 
27 of May laſt, prohibited all manner of perſons whatſoever 
upon their Allegiance, to Muſter, Levie,or ſummon, upon any 
Warrant, Order or Ordinance, from one or both Houſes of 
Parliament, whereunto VVe have not, or ſhall not give our ex- 
preſſe conſent, any of the Trained Bands, or other Officers, 
without expreſſe Warrant under our hands, or Warrant from 
Our $heriffe of the County, grounded upon a particular VVrit 
to that purpoſe under our great Seale. And conſidering that 
in ancient time the Al:ti8 of the Kingdom was ever difpoſed 
of by Commiſſions of Array, and that by a particular Sta- 
tute upon Record in the Tower, made in the fifth yeare of 
Henry the Fourth , by full conſent of the Prelates, Earles, Ba- 
Tons, and Commons , and at their ſvit,, and by the advice and 
Opinion of the Judges then had, ſuch Commiſſions were 
mitigated inreſpe& of ſome clauſes perillous to the Commil- 
ſioners, and approved of forthe time to come : And thatby the 
ſubſequent Records it appearetb, that all Our Royall Prede- 
ceſſors have continually exerciſed that power by ſuch Com- 
miſsions, till of late time they have been diſcontinued by the 
Grants of particular Commiſſions of Lievtenancy'; little 
differing in ſubſtance from the ſaid Commiſſions of Array, 
againſt which it ſeemes the Houſes bave taken ſome 'excep- 
tion.
